Today North Carolina is gener- 
ally conceded to have the best tax 
school, road financial system 
in the entire Southeast. 

Mr. Griffin was invited by Wil- 
liam Lester, eexcutive director of 
the state revision committee. 

Explains Solution 

After telling how his state was 
suffering from poe poor 
schools. mounting debts and poli- 
tics in the twenties, Mr. Griffin ex- 
plained the solution in these steps 

1. Floating large bond issues for 
roads. 

2. Making the state responsible 
for financing and operating schools 
and school transportation. 

3. Getting the state out 
ad valorem tax field. 

4. Increasing individual 
eorporation income taxes. 

5. Adopting a three per cent 
gales tax. first with a few basic 
foods exempted, later no exemp- 
tions, and wwith all food ex- 
empted from taxation. 

At cne time, he said, the total 
of outstanding bonds for the state 
and all her counties and cities was 
nearly half a billion dollars. Now, 
he added, the state has paid off 
almost all its bonds and will 
have them all paid out by 1952. 

Mr. Griffin strongly advocated 
the sales tax. He said at first 
it was opposed by merchants, but 
their oppositlion died out. He 
said. he. and other legislators in 
the 1933 session of the North Caro- 
lina Legislature were threatened 
with political death if they voted 
for a sales tax. Nevertheless, he 
and most of the others who ran 
for office again were re-elected, 

Repealist Beaten 

Four vears later a man who ran 
for governor on a platform to 
repeal the sales tax was defeated. 

“Now,” he said, “nobody eve! 
thinks much about the sales tax.’

According to the bombing 
survey, more than 2,500,000 
tons of bombs were dropped on 
Germany.
